in management. The plan contains nothing new, but is of inter- 
est because of its propounder — a fabulous prewar figure, new 
83, who was at the same time a top professional politician and 
also a minor zaibatsu (INTSUM 3357), Cfc the political side, he 
was Communications Minister under TANAKA Giichi in 1927, four 
' times elected to the Lower House, president of the Seiyukai 

Party (ancestor of the present Liberal Party) in 1939-1940, 
and a member of the Cabinet Advisory Council several times.

KUBARA Fusanosuke, once reputed to be Japan's political boss before the Pacific 
War, is expected to leave for the United States early in Feb. for a month's 
visit during which he will make a study of the current political and eoonomic 
situation in the U, S.. KUBARA was once listed as a major war criminal but was 
depurged in August, 1951. His efforts to join the Liberal Party, however, have
